SUBJECT: AMB. YOUNG'S TRAVEL 


AT NOON MAY 13 FOREIGN MINISTER BOTHA CALLED WARREN 
CHRISTOPHER TO SAY THAT THE SAG HAD NO OBJECTION TO 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S VISIT ON MAY 21-22. BOTHA CONVEYED 
SAG AGREEMENT TO A VISIT BY ANDY YOUNG THAT WOULD BEGIN ON 
THE AFTERNOON OF SATURDAY, MAY 21, WITH HIS SPEECH TO THE 
BUSINESSMEN THAT EVENING. ON MAY 22, THERE WOULD BE AN 
AFTERNOON RECEPTION AT USIS AFTER WHICH ANDY WOULD LEAVE 
SOUTH AFRICA. 

BOTHA SAID THAT THE SAG WOULD BE RELEASING A STATEMENT ON 
THE AMBASSADOR YOUNG VISIT. TEXT OF THIS STATEMENT AS 
READ TO CHRISTOPHER BY BOTHA IS TRANSMITTED AT THE END OF 
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THIS MESSAGE. BOTHA ASKED THAT THE SECRETARY BE INFORMED 
THAT THE DISCUSSIONS WITH THE U.S. OVER AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S 
VISIT HAD BEEN "AN EXTREMELY PAINFUL" EXERCISE FOR THE 
SAG. SPECIFYING THAT HE WAS NOT MAKING A THREAT, BOTHA 
SAID THAT THE ACTING PRIME MINISTER IN CAPETOWN MIGHT NOT 
BE ABLE TO GUARANTEE THE VISIT IF IN THE DAYS IMMEDIATELY 
PRECEDING HIS SOUTH AFRICAN VISIT AMBASSADOR YOUNG MADE 
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HIGHLY PREJUDICIAL OR EMBARRASSING STATEMENTS ABOUT THE 

SAG. 

CHRISTOPHER HAS INFORMED THE VICE PRESIDENT OF HIS CONVERSA- 
TIONS WITH BOTHA. 

FOLLOWING DICK MOOSE'S REPORT OF HIS CONVERSATION WITH ANDY 
WE HAVE INSTRUCTED AMBASSADOR CARLUCCI TO REPORT IMMEDIATE- 
LY TO US ANY EXPRESSION OF INTEREST BY PORTUGUESE OFFICIALS 
IN HAVING A MEETING WITH AMBASSADOR YOUNG, BUT NOT TO 
INITIATE REQUESTS FOR SUCH MEETINGS. THE PORTUGUESE 
GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN INFORMED OF AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S SCHEDUL- 
ED PRESENCE IN LISBON. 

BEGIN TEXT OF SAG STATEMENT: 

ON 6 MAY 1977 THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT REQUESTED THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT FOR PERMISSION FOR AMBASSADOR 
ANDREW YOUNG TO VISIT SOUTH AFRICA ON 20 MAY 1977. SINCE 
THIS OFFICIAL APPROACH, VARIOUS COMMUNICATIONS HAVE BEEN 
EXCHANGED BETWEEN THE TWO GOVERNMENTS TO CLEAR UP MATTERS 
OF CONCERN TO THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT IN CONNECTION 
WITH AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S PROPOSED VISIT. THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN GOVERNMENT HAS NOW BEEN REASSURED AS REGARDS ITS 
RESERVATIONS. THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT HAS ALSO BEEN 
INFORMED THAT AMBASSADOR YOUNG WILL NOT VISIT SOUTH AFRICA 
BEFORE THE COMPLETION OF THE TALKS BETWEEN VICE PRESIDENT 
MONDALE AND PRIME MINISTER VORSTER. UNDER THE CIRCUM- 
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STANCES, THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT HAS THIS AFTERNOON 
BEEN INFORMED THAT NO OBJECTION WILL BE RAISED TO 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG S VISIT TO SOUTH AFRICA UNOFFICIALLY ON

AT NOON MAY 13 FOREIGN MINISTER BOTHA CALLED WARREN 
CHRISTOPHER TO SAY THAT THE SAG HAD NO OBJECTION TO 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG S VISIT ON MAY 21-22. BOTHA CONVEYED 
SAG AGREEMENT TO A VISIT BY ANDY YOUNG THAT WOULD BEGIN ON 
THE AFTERNOON OF SATURDAY, MAY 21, WITH HIS SPEECH TO THE 
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BUSINESSMEN THAT EVENING. ON MAY 22, THERE WOULD BE AN

BOTHA SAID THAT THE SAG WOULD BE RELEASING A STATEMENT ON

READ TO CHRISTOPHER BY BOTHA IS TRANSMITTED AT THE END OF 
THIS MESSAGE. BOTHA ASKED THAT THE SECRETARY BE INFORMED 
THAT THE DISCUSSIONS WITH THE U.S. OVER AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S 
VISIT HAD BEEN "AN EXTREMELY PAINFUL" EXERCISE FOR THE 
SAG. SPECIFYING THAT HE WAS NOT MAKING A THREAT, BOTHA

CHRISTOPHER HAS INFORMED THE VICE PRESIDENT OF HIS CONVERSA- 
TIONS WITH BOTHA. 

FOLLOWING DICK MOOSE'S REPORT OF HIS CONVERSATION WITH ANDY 
WE HAVE INSTRUCTED AMBASSADOR CARLUCCI TO REPORT IMMEDIATE- 
LY TO US ANY EXPRESSION OF INTEREST BY PORTUGUESE OFFICIALS 
IN HAVING A MEETING WITH AMBASSADOR YOUNG, BUT NOT TO 
INITIATE REQUESTS FOR SUCH MEETINGS. THE PORTUGUESE 
GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN INFORMED OF AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S SCHEDUL- 
ED PRESENCE IN LISBON. 

BEGIN TEXT OF SAG STATEMENT: 

ON 6 MAY 1977 THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT REQUESTED THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT FOR PERMISSION FOR AMBASSADOR 
ANDREW YOUNG TO VISIT SOUTH AFRICA ON 20 MAY 1977. SINCE 
THIS OFFICIAL APPROACH, VARIOUS COMMUNICATIONS HAVE BEEN 
EXCHANGED BETWEEN THE TWO GOVERNMENTS TO CLEAR UP MATTERS 
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OF CONCERN TO THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT IN CONNECTION 
WITH AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S PROPOSED VISIT. THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN GOVERNMENT HAS NOW BEEN REASSURED AS REGARDS ITS 
RESERVATIONS. THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT HAS ALSO BEEN 
INFORMED THAT AMBASSADOR YOUNG WILL NOT VISIT SOUTH AFRICA 
BEFORE THE COMPLETION OF THE TALKS BETWEEN VICE PRESIDENT

STANCES, THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT HAS THIS AFTERNOON
